REMARKS. 


The improvements made since the last biennial report are 
extremely gratifying and contribute much to the good and 
efficiency of the institution. Hard wood floors have replaced 
the old and much worn soft pine in the halls and sunning 
rooms of the administration building. New: barns afford 
adequate protection to the live stock and insure their proper 
care. The acquisition in May, 1901, of eighty-five (85) acres 
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of tillable land, most of which is under ditch and provides 
employment for the less afficted of the male patients, as well 
as yielding vegetables and provender to the profit of the ins- 
titution, can not be considered otherwise than as a wise in- 
vestment. Since its purchase, this land has been enclosed 
by a substantial fence, a necessary and-adequate reservoir 
for storing water has been constructed thereon, and an or- 
chard of six hundred apple trees planted. The excessive 
drought during the past. summer reduced the proceeds from 
this investment toa minimum. 

During the period of two years just past twenty (20) deaths 
have occurred,—being about thirteen (13) per cent. of the 
total number treated. Though the per cent. of hopeless cases 
received into the institution during this period is not less than 
inany former period of equal length, it is especially pleasing 
to note that the per cent. of recoveries, based on total ad- 
missions, has advanced from twenty-five and three quarters 
(253) per cent. to about thirty-four (34) per cent,—a marked 
improvement over the previous period; more than ninety (90) 
-per cent. of the inmates of the institution November Ist, of 
this year, may be classed as incurables. 

As stated in a former report to your honorable body, the 
available room is far short of the requirements, as evidenced 
by the number of insane held in the jails throughout the 
Territory who are becoming permanent charges. The neces- 
sity for an additional buildiug to take care of these poor, un- 
cared—for unfortunates is lamentably apparent. Even at ` 
present the the conditions require keeping the male and fe- 
male patients in the same building,—a situation extremely 
unsatisfactory. 

By consulting Table No. 2, of this report, it-will be noticed - 
that a quota has not been assigned to any of the new counties. 
This is due to lack of room. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The construction of a building for the exclusive use of the 
female patients can not be too strongly urged. By so doing 
two very desirable, in fact indespensable, objects may be at- 
tained at a single stroke, viz:—increase in capacity and a 
better separation of the sexes. 
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Such new buildings should be large enough to provide 
quarters for all the female patients now in the institution, 
aud meet the growing demands inevitably to be made upon 
16. The increased attendance incident to the enlargement of 
the institution will also necessitate a new kitchen and two 
separate dining rooms, one for males, the other for females. 
One of the present dining rooms should be converted intosa 
sewing room, a department at present sorely cramped and 
absolutely inadequately quartered, the other to be cut up 
into smaller rooms for the accomodation of attendants. 

These additional buildings will necessarily require a larger 
and better equipped power and engine house, the present 
quarters being already inadequate to the demands made upon 
it, as well as being so crowded as to jeopardize the life and 
limb of employes. 

The necessity for a laundry with modern equipment is 
again earnestly urged, and in the event that the legislature 
sees fit toappropriate sufficient funds for the buildings above 
mentioned, the present power house, when abandoned, would 
answer admirably for this purpose. 

The change in the name of this institution to the “New 
Mexico Hospital" is most earnestly recommended. The 
words “Insane Asylum” are pregnant with gloom and humi- 
liation for those unfortunates whose reason is not wholly de- 
throned, and a prolific source of melancholy and despair to 
them, which militates powerfully against every effort to- 
wards their relief. Besides this deleterious effect on the 
patients themselves, the pain and humiliation their friends 
and relatives suffer, is pitiable. For unfortunate humanity’s 
sake, let us unite our own efforts and solicit the co-operation 
of all good citizens to the end that both the inmates of the 
institution and their friends may be relieved of as much of 
the humiliation as may be possible.

In connection with the foregoing I desire to call the atten- 
tion of your honorable body to what I consider the most 
pressing needs of the institution. 


BUILDINGS. ` 


Our present laundry facilities are entirely inadequate. We 
need anew laundry building large enough for our growing 
institution, equipped with power and modern machinery that 
we may be enabled to turn out our laund ry work in good con- 
dition and economically. 

Une of the needs of the institution is a building for the fe- 
male patients separate and apart from the present buildings. 


Also a new power house large enough to accommodate at 


least five boilers. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


T desire to call your attention to the fact that during the 


year 1902 we constructed on the farm a reservoir.óf about 
one million gallons capacity. In the construction of this 
reservoir we moved about twenty-five hundred cubic yards 
of earth. AU of these was done by the employees and the in- 
mates of the asylum without any additional cost to the insti- 
tution. I estimate it would have cost the institution fifteen 
cents per cubic yard, ora total of three hundred and seventy- 
five ($375) dollars. 

You: will notice from my report that the ee of the 
farm for the year 1902, fell short of the year 1901. This was 
caused by the drought. During the year of 1901, we had 
plenty of water, both in rainfall and from irrigation. During 
the year 1902, we had practically no water for irrigation. 

Through your Honorable Body I desire to express my 
thanks, and the thanks of the patients, to the good people of 
Las Vegas for their liberal donations. 

I also desire to thank the officers and employees for the 
assistance rendered me in the past and solicit a continuance 
of the same, 

In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks to you for the 
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cordiąl support given mein the past, and trusting I mai

At the prensent time sixty-five per cent of the number of 
patients engage in work of some kind, according to individual 
capacity. 

The laundry work has increased to such an extent that 
four and often times five patients must work in the wash- 
house each week, while at least three patients’ work in the 
ironing house every day of each week. The patients dresses 
and aprons are starched and ironed. Never before has this 
been done. An ironed, starched garment looks better, re- 
mains clean longer, and is more easily washed than one that 
is merely washed and folded. A patient neatly dressed ap- 
pears better, feels:better and takes better care of her cloth- 
ing. 

Better dress material has been purchased. All new gar- 
ments are made alike and of like material. Rivalry and jeal- 
ousy do not now existamong the patients as when all kinds 
of material were used; it is also a saving to the institution. 

All the strait jackets used in the women's department 
and a few of the jackets used in the men’s department are 
made in the sewing room. Forty three jackets have been 
made in the last two years. This is a great saving to the 
institution as formerly the strait jackets were purchased 
ready made. 

We shrink all material used for underwear in both depart- 
ments, also all material used for dresses, skirts, aprons, etc. 
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Never before has this ion done. Although this method in- 
creases the work, the results are very much more satisfac- 
tory. There is not in either department, as formerly, cloth- 
ing that is ‘‘too small” caused by shrinkage of the garment. 
Material and the time id in remodeling garments are 
saved. 

y . The filthy and violent patients have been put on the third 
floor, thus separating them from the better and convalescent 
patients. All the patients were kepton the second floor 
during the day. While this change has increased the work 

-` and -necessarily increased the number of help, the results 
have been most favorable, as may be seem by referring to 
the report of the Medical Superintendent. 

During the flower season, cut flowers, which are much en- 
joyed by the patients, are used in the dining room, sunning 
room, halls, etc. 

Our greatest aim is to contribute to the comfort and hap- 
piness of those placed under our charge.
